the second application, with the type of actuation command request being defined by the step of 
accessing a second application-specific profile element, 

generating a second type of tactile signal in the pointing device in response to the second 
type of actuation command, and 

wherein at least some of the application-specific profile elements are based on cells each 
containing a single alphanumeric character.
